Lower speed plea 
after fatal smash

SPEED reduction measures are 
desperately needed on a “dang¬ 
erous” village road where a truck 
driver lost his life, residents have 
said. 

People living in Stretham have 
called on highways authorities to 
review the safety of the A1123 
following the death of Jeremy 
Williamson-Brown on Monday. 

The 57-year-old died when his white LDV 
tipper truck ploughed into a telegraph pole 
on the edge of the village at around 6.25pm. 

Flowers were lain on Tuesday at the 
splintered base of the pole, which was 
snapped in two pieces by the force of the 
crash. 

Elizabeth Farr, 65, whose home in Sennitt 
Way is just yards from the crash scene, said: 

“I’m desperately sorry to hear that someone 
had died, but it’s no surprise to anyone who 
lives round here. 

“Drivers just do not slow down as they 
come round the bend. There is an accident 
in this place every three or four months - it 
was only a matter of time before someone 
lost their life. 

“On one occasion, a car flew off the road 
and crashed through my neighbour’s fence, 
totally destroying their shed. If that hadn’t 
been there, it would have smashed into their 
house.

A GREAT-great grandmother has 
celebrated her 103rd birthday with the 
five generations of her vast family. 

Minnie Ford enjoyed a slice of cake 
with her daughter Irene at her home in 
Littleport on Sunday, surrounded by some 
of the 15 grandchildren, great¬ 
grandchildren and great-great 
grandchildren. 

Born on 1907 in Hoddesdon, 
Hertfordshire, Minnie Adams worked in 
domestic service before marrying Leslie 
Ford in 1928. 

The couple were married for 70 years 
until Leslie’s death in 1998. 

Paying tribute to her mother, Irene 
Nimmo said: “She is still very active and 
likes to go shopping at Tesco. 

“She still does her own hovering too 
and likes to knit. People are amazed to 
see her still going at her age. 

“She is a very caring and loving mother 
and grandmother, and is very close to her 
family. 

“She was actually one of 11 children, 
but is now the only one left. 

“My mother doesn’t know why she lived 
for so long, but I think it’s partly to do with 
her very strict regime. She gets up every 
day at 7am and goes to bed at 10pm.”

UNAUTHORISED building work 
has still not been removed from a 
protected beauty spot - and nature 
lovers are losing their patience. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) insists businessman Jeremy Tyrrell is 
“making progress” to clear concrete and 
pipes from Roswell Pits and the work could 
be completed by the end of September. 

But members of the Local Campaigners 
for the Protection of Rural Ely (LCPRE) argue 
it is not happening fast enough and say Mr 
Tyrrell should have to meet a specific dead¬ 
line - and be prosecuted if he fails to do so. 

A LCPRE spokesman said: “We are all 
aware that the council and other agencies 
are doing their utmost to bring Roswell Pits 
back to their former glory but Mr Tyrrell is 
basically laughing at everyone. 

“Mr Tyrrell has been dragged through the 
courts, fined huge amounts of money and 
yet still is dawdling over removing the work 
from the site. 

“He ought to be given a set time period in 
which this work must be completely 
removed. We believe that is the only way he 
will hurry up and do what needs to be done.” 

Mr Tyrrell, owner of Jalsea Marine 
Services, was found guilty of defying a long¬ 
standing enforcement notice concerning the 
pits earlier this year. He was given two weeks 
to pay a fine of £7,000 and court costs of 
£5,000, which he has paid. 

He had been ordered by ECDC to remove 
cabling, pipe work, concrete slabs and 
hardcore from the site by October 1, 2009, as 
they had been installed without planning 
permission. 

Mr Tyrrell launched an appeal against the 
notice, which was later dismissed by a 
planning inspector and Mr Tyrrell was found 
guilty But magistrates did not make a ruling 
on when Mr Tyrrell must remove the works. 

Roswell Pits was made a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) last year as it was 
proved the pits are home to one of the UK’s 
rarest birds, the bittern, and other important 
wildlife. 

Giles Hughes, head of planning at ECDC, 
insists progress on removing the work is 
being made. He said: “It has been nearly 
three years since the unauthorised work 
took place at Roswell Pits. 

“During this time, a lot of people in a 
whole range of organisations have worked 
very hard to bring the matter to a close. 

“We are working with the landowner to 
ensure the remedial work is completed 
without harm to the pits or additional 
expense to the council. 

“If this cannot be achieved then of course 
further formal action will be considered.” 

Mr Tyrrell denied there had been any 
unnecessary delays. He said: “We met with 
ECDC and agreed a schedule that causes the 
least risk of disturbance. We expect the work 
to be done by September 15 as certain pieces 
of work have a higher potential to disturb 
[wildlife] than others.” 
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High-value tractors stolen for quick sale overseas 


FARMERS are being warned to 
be on their guard following a 
spate of tractor thefts. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
announced that since the start 
of the year, there have been at 
least nine thefts of tractors from 
rural parts of Cambridgeshire. 


Pc Simon Page, from the 
Rural Crime Action Team 
(RCAT) said: “These items of 
equipment can range in value 
up to £100,000 and it’s thought 
that they are being sold on 
elsewhere in Europe. 

“The items stolen are often 


loaded onto a container or lorry 
and sold quickly overseas, 
leaving the victim with a 
complete loss of revenue as 
they are unable to maintain 
their land without them and, 
due to their specialist nature, 
they can be difficult to replace. 


People are urged to be on the 
look out for tractors and other 
pieces of farm machinery being 
stored at unusual locations or 
out on the roads in the middle 
of the night.

“It’s a dreadfully dangerous 
road. When my grandchildren 
visit, I won’t even let them 
walk on the pavement on this 
bend - I always make them 
take the route round the back. 

“Speed bumps would be a 
good idea, and so would 
rumble strips. In fact, I think 
they should cut out a lot of 
the bend by eliminating some 
of the very large grass verge.” 

The crash comes just two 
weeks after two young men 
suffered serious injuries in a 
smash on the same A1123 
Newmarket Road. 

A 21-year-old remains at 
Addenbrooke’s following the 
smash between Wicken and 
Upware on Saturday, May 15, 
in which a 27-year-old was 
also injured. 

A spokesman for Stretham 
Parish Council said: “The 
volume of traffic on the A1123 
is absolutely horrendous, 
mainly because it’s used as a 
shortcut for vehicles wanting 
to reach the A14 at New¬ 
market. 

“The council would like to 
see clearer speed limit signs 
and perhaps one that also 
tells drivers how fast they’re 
travelling, which I hear is very 
effective. 

“There was a temporary 
sign which flashed up the 
speed limit, but it was knock¬ 
ed down and never replaced, 
which we’d like to see brought 
back.”

CC1V to watch for 
yobs and addicts 


YOBS and drug addicts who plague 
a village medical centre and neigh¬ 
bouring play park beware. 

Plans to install CCTV at the recreation 
area in Parsons Lane, Littleport, are moving 
forward and councillors now want St 
George’s Medical Centre, next to the park, to 
be equipped with cameras too. 

For years, the children’s play area has 
been a hotspot for anti-social behaviour 
and crime, with the culprits also using the 
surgery’s car park to commit offences. 

Only in February, police recovered 
dozens of dirty hypodermic needles from 
the play area while addicts were using the 
site. 

Littleport Parish Council worker fason 
Law was jabbed in the leg with one of the 
needles which had been purposely wedged 
into a swing. The father-of-three, who lives 
in the village, is still waiting to hear whether 
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he has contracted HIV 

As reported in the Weekly News, residents 
have been urging the parish council to set 
up cameras in the park for months and 
funding has finally been secured. 

Fred Brown, leader of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and a Littleport 
resident, has been working closely with the 
parish council. 

He said: “To install CCTV cameras at the 
play area will cost around £3,300 and we 
have identified funding from the comm¬ 
unity safety partnership which is good 
news. 

“However, we also want to equip the 
medical centre with more coverage now. 

“The car park currently has cameras in 


place but the orange lighting there inhibits 
the clarity of the pictures. We are looking to 
change the lighting so that we can get clear, 
concise footage and that would cost around 
a further £1,000. 

“We need this whole area well lit and 
covered with CCTV cameras to relieve 
people’s anxiety.” 

Plans are now being drawn up to replace 
the lighting and install the cameras. 

New play equipment on the recreation 
area was also vandalised recently, promp¬ 
ting the parish council to press ahead with 
the CCTV scheme. 

Parish council clerk Lynda Clark-fones 
said: “We believe CCTV will certainly help 
deter criminals from using both the play 
area and the medical centre car park. 

“Things are making progress and it 
shouldn’t be long before we have cameras 
up, monitoring what is going on.”

Hideous banners 
must go - traders 


ADVERTISING banners are 
making Ely city centre look 
“hideous” - and now councillors 
are demanding action. 

The City of Ely Council is urging East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to stop 
erecting banners on the railings around 
Market Place. 

In recent weeks, large signs advertising 
the authority’s Bank Holiday markets 
were put up, along with a banner pro¬ 
moting an event at Ely Cathedral. 

The district council also had a colour¬ 
ful banner on the railings to help spread 
the word about the annual Eel Day, and 
new signs advertising Volunteers Week 
have recently been erected. 

But the city council says many resi¬ 
dents and shopkeepers have complained 
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that the banners look scruffy and say 
they should be taken down. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, who is also 
chairman of the Ely Traders’ Association, 
said: “The banners look unsightly, there 
is no doubt about it. 

“We have received numerous comp¬ 
laints about them and the city council 
would like to see them taken down. 

“The Market Place isn’t the most 
attractive of places but the railings, 
benches and flower beds spruce it up a 
bit. 

“To whack great banners up around 
these railings is just making the area look 
worse. 


“I’m not sure whether people need 
permission from the district council 
before they put such banners up but that 
is something we are now looking into. 

“We just think they look awful and 
judging by the feedback from some 
members of the public, so do they.” 

Mrs Griffin-Singh said it was unfair 
that traders were not allowed to erect 
boards in the streets to advertise their 
businesses but the council was free to do 
so. 

But East Cambridgeshire District 
Council said people were free to erect 
the banners, as long as they had perm¬ 
ission from Highways, which owns 
Market Place. 

A spokesman for the authority added 
that the council has permission to erect 
banners as and when it pleases. 



Jane’s giant leap for breast cancer cash 


A CAMBRIDGESHIRE woman 
has conquered her fears and 
raised a substantial sum for 
charity. 

Jane Rowe (pictured left) was 
one of 14 women who took to 
the skies for the Breakthrough 
Booby Birds campaign.

Mrs Rowe, who is marketing 
and communications director 
at Spicers, said it was an exp¬ 
erience she would “never 
forget”.

Little comfort 
in assurances 


Sir, I was delighted to read Cllr Fred 
Brown’s assurances in last week’s 
Letters page that “it is nonsense to 
suggest that any new system would 
involve taxpayers forking out huge 
amounts more”, if East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) moves to an alternative 
decision making system (New system 
to serve you better - Letters, May 27). 
Cllr Brown’s comment is definitely 
reassuring, but of course, it all 
depends on your interpretation of the 
word ‘huge’. 

I find his comment somewhat 
surprising. Firstly, if the council 
moves to either a cabinet system or a 
mayoral system, the majority of 
decisions and work will fall largely on 
a small number of people, known as 
portfolio holders. This means that a 
lot more time will need to be 
dedicated to carrying out the work, 
much of which will be done during 
the working day, leading to the role 
becoming semi-professional. This 
inevitably means, that in order to 
attract people to the role, particularly 
those of working age who need to 
earn a living wage, that the role will 
need to be properly recompensed. 
Secondly, one only needs to look at 
the bill to service councillors at the 
neighbouring authorities Cllr Brown 
talks about wanting to emulate, to see 
the likely cost of running a new 
system. I leave it to others to draw 
their own conclusions, but it may be 
helpful for people to know that in the 
year ending April 2010, ECDC 
councillors cost local taxpayers 
£250,032. It would also be helpful for 
people taking part in the consultation 
if they were given information about 
the likely cost of a new system for 
East Cambs. 

In its own way, this proposed change 
is as big for our area as the possible 
changes to the national constitution. 

I therefore urge everyone to respond 
to this consultation, which ends on 
August 2. Go to www.eastcambs.gov. 
uk and click on the link that says 
‘New Decision Making 
Arrangements’, or you can send an 
email to Legal@eastcambs.gov.uk 
Alternatively, you can call in to the 
council offices in Nutholt Lane in Ely 
to obtain a copy of the consultation 
form. 

I would be grateful if people from the 
Downham villages would also copy 
their response to me. I can be

For my part, I wish only to voice the 
opinion of the local people who 
elected me as their councillor, so I 
urge them to tell me what they think.

Quality Conservatories 
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New duck plan 
raffles feathers 


A RESEARCHER has been 
criticised for wanting to save 
Ely's muscovy duck popul¬ 
ation from extinction. 

Residents are in a flap after 
reading that new blood could be 
introduced into the city’s semi-wild 
flock to prevent them from dieing 
out. 

Duck fan David Ewbank, of Egre- 
mont Street, Ely, is concerned about 
the future of the chunky red-billed 
birds in the city 

He launched a study last year to 
monitor the birds’ breeding habits 
and find out more about their 
presence. While there are clutches 
of mallard ducklings and other 
species on the city’s river and open 
spaces, he says there is an evident 
lack of muscovy ducklings. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
he believes new muscovy ducks 
should be integrated into the city’s 
flock to ensure the birds continue to 
breed. 

But his ideas have ruffled the 
feathers of many Ely residents who 
are “sick” of the birds, originally 
from South America, messing 
footpaths and frequenting their 
gardens.

Way, near the river, said: “These 
ducks are not like other species - 
they don’t paddle along the river 
and quack. 

“They laze around in our gardens 
all day long, create nothing but 
mess and hiss at you when you go 
near them. 

“As far as I am concerned, there 
are plenty of them in Ely and the 
last thing we need is more.” 

Another anti-muscovy resident, 
of Back Lane, said: “It’s all very well 
Mr Ewbank wanting more mus- 
covies in Ely but he doesn’t actually 
live in an area where they are. 

“People in Egremont Street are 
not forced to live with them coming 
in and out of their gardens all the 
time and fouling everywhere. 

“If they stuck to the river itself it 
wouldn’t be so bad, but they love 
nothing better than people’s gard¬ 
ens. 

“I hope for a lot of people’s sake, 
especially those who live near the 
river, that his plans never come into 
fruition.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environmental health 


team has confirmed that they 
would not consider boosting the 
city’s muscovy flock with new 
additions.

He said: “I don’t know why people 
make such a fuss over the mus- 
covies.

Busy bee Richard 
is saving swarms

A beekeeper is 
going out of his 
way to save 
nuisance or 
unwanted swarms in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Richard Whitmore, from 
Stretham, is urging 
residents to get in touch if 
they have an unwanted 
swarm on their property, 
instead of calling pest 
control. 

Mr Whitmore, a 
member of the Cambridge 
Bee Keepers’ Association, 
is able to re-locate the bees 
instead of killing them. 

He is taking it upon 
himself to try and help 
save swarms following 
nationwide reports that 
bee numbers have 
plunged. 

Mr Whitmore, of Green 
End, said: “I’ve been 
reading so much recently 
that bee numbers are 
seriously dwindling and 
we, as an association, are 
well aware of it. 

“People don’t realise 
how important bees are to 
our planet. 

“We need to stop their 
numbers from decreasing 
and save them, which is 
why I want to help.” 


Mr Whitmore, who has 
hives of his own, is now 
acting as a swarm 
collector, meaning people 
can call him if they 
stumble across one in their 
garden or find unwanted 
bees anywhere else. 

Whereas pest control 
firms often kill the bees to 
prevent them being a 
nuisance, he will collect 
them and re-locate them, 
often in people’s hives so 
they can do what they do 
best - pollinate and make 
honey. 

He said: “I now find it 
easy to collect swarms 
which are reported as 
being a nuisance. 

“I gather my large 
cardboard box and sticky 
tape to tape it shut, my 
smoker, woodchips to fuel 
it and my bee suit, which 
theoretically keeps all bees 


on the outside. 

“It’s easily done and it 
means we are helping to 
save bees instead of just 
killing them. 

“Spring is the season for 
bees to swarm and, despite 
being happy in their hives, 
they are urged to leave 
annually in search of 
greener pastures. This is 
when they stumble into 
trouble with humans. 

“Please think about our 
bees when you find, or are 
pestered by, a swarm in 
search of their new home. 

“We need to look after 
them and for them to look 
after our mismanaged 
planet.”

In the case of an emergency, 
you would have no mobile 
phone to call for help and if 
you became slightly peckish 
there would be no snacks 
available. 

That was the experience for 
some Ely youngsters last 
week. 

A group of young people 
from the city’s St Mary’s Chur¬ 
ch decided to sleep in the 
church grounds last Friday 
night with nothing but card¬ 
board boxes for shelter. 

Members of the church, as 
well as St Mary’s funior School 
and other Anglican churches 
in the region, are working to 
raise £6,000 for the Open 
Arms charity in the Kenyan 
town of Eldoret. 

The cash will enable volunt¬ 
eers from Open Arms to build 
an orphanage for 16 children 
who currently live on the 
streets in some of Africa’s most 
deprived areas. 

But while people are busily 
trying to top up the funds, 
youngsters from the church

breakfast, just like street 
children in Kenya are forced 
to do. 

The youngsters’ families 
and friends sponsored them 
to complete the challenge, 
with all the money going to 
Open Arms.

Hughes, a local doctor, and his 
wife Sue, will visit Eldoret on a 
medical mission this summer. 

On Saturday, fune 19, there 
will also be a bumper fun day 
at the church from 10am-3pm 
to raise money for the orph¬ 
anage appeal.

A ROUNDABOUT built on a multi¬ 
million-pound new housing devel¬ 
opment still cannot legally be 
opened a year after it was comp¬ 
leted. 

Thistle Corner roundabout, also known 
as the Queen Adelaide roundabout, in Ely, 
has not been formally handed over to the 
council - and it needs improving before 
that can take place. 

Property developers Barratt North¬ 
ampton built the roundabout at the end of 
the King’s Avenue estate and it was hoped it 
would relieve congestion in and around Ely

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city centre. 

But transport bosses say it is not up to 
standard because the spine road between 
the Bishopsgate and Cathedral View dev¬ 
elopments needs upgrading. 

Cambridgeshire County Council con¬ 
firmed the authority and Barratts were 
“working” on signing an agreement so that 
the road could be opened. 

But the council said it does not have the 
power to open the road until it has formally 


adopted it. 

A spokesman said: “It is up to the 
developer to apply to have the access road 
adopted or not as they could, like other 
companies, decide to let it remain a private 
road. 

“The council has no power to force a 
road to be adopted and it would be wrong 
for taxpayers to step in and foot the bill to 
pay for facilities which should be paid for 
by the developer, who is making money 
from it. 

“The developer approached us last year 
and we are working with them to sign an 
agreement so the road can be adopted. 


“This will require the developer to bring 
it to the required standard. 

“The onus is on the developer to make 
sure the work is finished to the correct 
standard.” 

Colin Rickard, technical director at 
Barratt Northampton, said: “We have now 
commenced work on the spine road which 
links our Bishopsgate and Cathedral View 
developments to the new roundabout. 

“We are currently liaising with the local 
authority regarding adoption of the 
roundabout and hope to have a resolution 
soon.”

Call for speedy 
work on repairs 


DELAYS to roof repairs is making 
Ely's city centre look “shabby”, say 
traders and residents, who are 
now demanding action. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) is being urged to “hurry up” with 
the building work above Morlands, in 
Market Place. 

The authority was called in two months 
ago to fix the roof following reports that 
tiles were falling down onto the street. 

As reported in the Weekly News, traders 
feared the tiles could fall on passing 
pedestrians. 

But work is still ongoing, with 
scaffolding and wire mesh surrounding 
the building. 

One of the entrances to the public 
toilets in The Cloisters is also still blocked 
due to the construction work. 

ECDC said the work is being done “as 
quickly as possible” and assured shoppers 
that the wire mesh would stop tiles falling. 

But a member of staff from The Photo 
Expert, situated next door to the site, said 
“enough is enough”. 

The employee said: “The work’s been 
going on for so long now and we’re all 
getting tired of it. So are our customers. 

“The wire fencing looks so shabby and 
it isn’t nice having it right outside your 
front door. 

“Lots of customers are saying how 
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scruffy it looks and we just want things 
back to normal now.” 

Ely resident Moira Blackburn, 68, 
added: “I walk into Ely most days and 
every time I shake my head at the work at 
Morlands. 

“Yes, roof repair work is vital and the 
wire needs to be there to make it safe but 
does it really take almost three months to 
do it? 

“What the council doesn’t realise is that 
it makes the city centre look so neglected 
and in these times, it needs to look as 
attractive as possible. 

“They need to hurry up, get it finished 
and open the public toilets up properly 
again.” 

An ECDC spokesman said work will 
soon be starting on the roof above the 
Card Factory, next door. 

He said: “We have just completed the 
vital repair work to the roof of the building 
we own in the Market Square and will be 
removing the scaffolding from outside the 
photo shop imminently 

“We are aware that the roof above the 
adjacent card shop also requires repairs 
and we are speaking to the owners of that 
building to see if they require the 
scaffolding.”

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Congestion ‘hitting traders’ 


MARKET Street in Ely is 
becoming “horrendously 
congested” - and businesses 
are now starting to suffer. 

That’s the message from the Ely 
Traders’ Association, which is de¬ 
manding action to resolve the issue. 

It comes just weeks after shop¬ 
keepers and residents called for the 
number of vehicles clogging the city 
centre street, in particular taxis, to be 
kept in check. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
traders say the situation is getting 
out of control. And now the traders’ 
association, which acts as a voice for 
business owners and traders in the 
city, insists it needs to change.

A spokesman said: “We have had 
many complaints from traders about 
the issue with traffic congestion in 
Market Street. And recently, it 
appears to have got much worse. 

“It’s not fair for people who run 
businesses along here as the street is 
becoming horrendously congested. 

“People will eventually class the 
street as a no-go area because it can 
be a nightmare at times to drive 
through or access. 

“Taxis do seem to be a big problem 
down the street, parking wherever 


they wish and blocking the road both 
for motorists and pedestrians who 
are crossing it. 

“The police and council need to 
step it up a gear and sort this before 
traders really do start to suffer.” 

Previously, a member of staff from 
Natwest, in Market Street, said: 
“Something definitely needs to be 
done about it. 

“The number of customers we 
have complaining that they haven’t 
been able to get down the road 
properly or that they’ve had to dodge 
taxis to get inside the bank is unreal.” 

Disabled Ely resident Arthur 
Cutter, 68, is also demanding action. 

He said: “There should be rules in 


place that restrict them from hogging 
the roads and, often at times, pave¬ 
ments.” 

But the police insist they are tack¬ 
ling the issue effectively. 

Pc Dennis Williams, based in Ely, 
said: “We are aware of various park¬ 
ing issues within Ely city centre 
where taxis are concerned. 

“We regularly move them on when 
they are parking inconsiderately and 
have occasionally given tickets to 
drivers.” 

He said police had more plans to 
tackle the problem, but would not 
confirm what measures would be 
taken.

CRIME on railways 
across Cambridgeshire 
has dropped by more 
than 8 per cent, 
according to new 
figures.

(Noth) isn’t everything she thought it 
would be. 

Samantha (Cattrall) has moved back 
to New York, battling valiantly against 
menopause, and Miranda (Nixon) has 
forgiven adulterous husband Steve 
(Eigenberg), targeting her rage instead 
at her chauvinistic boss. 

Meanwhile, Charlotte (Davis) is 
struggling to be the perfect wife to 
ever-dependable husband Harry 
(Handler) and a perfect mother to their 
two daughters. 

Thankfully, chesty Irish nanny Erin 
(Eve) is always on hand to entertain 
the youngsters. 

By chance - or rather dramatic 
contrivance - Samantha is invited to 
the United Arab Emirates to sample 


the delights of a newly opened luxury 
hotel, and takes her chums along for 
the ride. 

Sex And The City 2 is a succession of 
slick yet hollow set pieces, loosely 
stitched together to resemble a 
narrative. 

Miranda is almost surplus to 
requirements and Carrie’s vacillations 
once again take centre stage, 
culminating in a preposterous race 
around a spice market. 

As the girls fly home after their desert 
adventure, a stewardess offers Carrie 
a customs form and asks if she has 
anything to declare. 

“Yes, I’m a mess,” confirms the writer. 
She might as well be speaking about 
the film.

Beware poisonous plants as 
summer draws you outside 


I 1 ver wondered what 
nasties might lurk in 

-I_ Jyour garden - and I’m 

not talking slugs, snails, grey 
mould or aphids? 

No, as the weather warms up and 
the kids venture out to play in the 
garden, it may be worth checking 
the potency of certain quite 
common plants which can leave 
tummy upsets, rashes or other 
allergic reactions. 

The Duchess of Northumberland 
is well versed in identifying 
poisonous plants, having created 
the famous Poison Garden, which 
is among the attractions at Alnwick 
Garden and Alnwick Castle. 

“If you are a gardener you will 
almost certainly have half a dozen 
of the plants which are in the 
Poison Garden,” she says. 

“Aconitum, common 
monkshood, is an unbelievable 
killer and the only time you’d ever 
take aconitum internally is if you 
were trying to kill off another 
poison. 

“If it doesn’t find another poison 
to kill in the body it will kill you.” 

Bearing tall spikes of helmeted 
flowers in blues and purples in the

summer, it’s poisonous and a skin 
irritant, causing burning of the lips 
and mouth, intense vomiting, 
diarrhoea and spasms. 

Many of us have laurel in our 
gardens: it belongs to the family 
that includes apple, cherry, plum 
and almond. 

“When people chop down their 
laurel hedges the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect and 
they find themselves falling asleep,” 
the Duchess explains. “You only 
have to smell the sap to be affected 
by it.” 

Hemlock, foxgloves, aquilegia, 
autumn crocus (colchicum 
autumnale), laburnum and 
hellebores are all common plants 
you might find in your garden or in 
a hedgerow, and all have different 


levels of toxicity - you can find 
them all in the Poison Garden in 
Alnwick. 

The amount you would have to 
ingest to do real damage varies 
from plant to plant, says the 
Duchess, whose knowledge of 
poisonous plants has inspired a 
new teenage novel, The Poison 
Diaries, by MaryroseWood, in 
which some of the plants are 
featured. 

“There was a case a few months 
ago where a woman poisoned her 
former lover and his fiancee in an 
act of jealous revenge by putting 
aconitum in a curry. The man died 
and his fiancee ended up in a coma 
but survived because she’d eaten 
less of the curry. People have 
forgotten these plants’ capabilities.” 

The Poison Garden, which is 
licensed to grow cannabis and 
strychnine to help educate children 
to the dangers of drugs, also houses 
common plants you’d find in any 
garden centre. 

Foxgloves (digitalis) were once 
used as a heart remedy but can also 
poison you, she says. Both the wild 
and hybrids produce tall spikes 
bearing bell-like flowers in a variety 
of colours. All parts of the plant are 
poisonous, the leaves are more

poisonous before flowering and the 
seeds are most toxic. 

Avoid giant hogweed, as if you 
are scratched by its leaves your skin 
becomes photo-sensitive and 
allergic to sunlight. Symptoms 
include a rash and itching. 

Euphorbia sap can do the same 
thing, with symptoms recurring 
when the sun comes out - and 
there’s no cure for it. 

Many bulbs including daffodils, 
tulips and snowdrops are also 
poisonous, but it is the bulb part 
rather than the flowers that are 
toxic. Medieval maids set the bulbs 
about to poison mice and other 
vermin. 

A lot of people grow datura 
(Brugmansia suaveolens), 
otherwise known as Angel’s 
trumpet, in their greenhouses, yet 
all parts of this plant are poisonous 
if ingested. 

If you think your child has eaten 
a poisonous plant or suffered an 
allergic reaction to it, seek medical 
attention from A&E at your local 
hospital, taking a plant sample with 
you. But don’t panic. 

“By and large the main cause of 
injury in the garden is falling off 
ladders,” says Guy Barter, RHS head 
of horticultural advisory services.
